DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 12-14, 16, 18-23, 25, 28, 29, and 32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or suggest "wherein the lateral surfaces of the glass cover comprise 
edges and corners, and the space provided between all the lateral surfaces of the glass 
cover and the one part of the rim surrounding the glass cover narrows at the corners of 
the glass cover" in combination with the remaining elements of claims 12, 25, and 32.
